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Selected Social and Economic Characteristics - Oakland 1960/1970 


Total population has decreased 1.6% between 1960 and 1970. The population 
is expected—to-remain fairly stable in the foreseeable future (to 1985) 
fluctuating between 350,000 and 375,000. 


Females exceed males by 8% in 1970, a slight drop from 9.5% in 1960. For 
adults 18 and over, women exceed men by 12.5% in 1970, 13.9% in 1960. For 
children under 18 the balance is more nearly equal. 


There were fewer children (persons under 18) in 1970 than in 1960 (decrease 
Ofa bUS6Z).. 


The only major increase was in the 18 to 24 age group, both sexes, (61%), 
with smaller increases in the 25 to 34 age group (10%). 


The elderly population (over 65) has remained about the same, however women 
outnumber men by 3 to 2 in this age group. 


The median age has dropped significantly, five years for males, three years 
for females. 


While the total population has decreased (1.6%) the number of households has 
increased (3.7%). 


While households with husband-and-wife families dropped by 10,000 (13%), one- 
mate only households (male only or female only) increased by 3,000 (18%), and 
the non-family household (single-or unrelated individuals) by 12,000 (32%). 


There was a big drop in the number of married persons (18,000 persons or 10%), 
and a big increase in the number of single persons (16,000 or 33%). This 
becomes even clearer when comparing the ratio of married to single persons, 
which decreased from 3.2 in 1960 to 2.1 in 1970. 


The number of widowed persons held constant, but the number of divorced rose 

by 5,600 (34%). While one in eight persons was divorced. in 1960, in 1970 one 
in six was divorced. Women outnumbered men four to one in the widowed category 
and one-and-a-half to one in the divorced category. 


Ge increased, except white. e_black population increased by 49%, the 
Chinese by 487, L, Filipinos doubled, and Indian increased 2-1/2 — 


‘times. The i population decreased by 21%. The nonwhite population increased 


from 26 to 41%. The Chicano—population—(persons of alt races -with—spanish _ 

language or spanish surname) was 35,000 or almost 10% ofthe total population in 
1970. The trend—towards a greater minority population in Oakland is expected to 
ontinue. ia et a eae a 


Educational attainments improved markedly during the previous decade. Median 
school years completed increased by almost a full year to 12.2 years, and the 
percentage of persons 25 years and over who completed high school rose from 


46 to 57%. 


Almost half the population lived in the same house in 1970 as five years earlier, 
and almost three-quarters either lived in Oakland or elsewhere in Alameda County. 
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* There was a decrease of over 17,000 males in the civilian labor force, and, not 
surprisingly an increase of 4,500 females. The civilian labor force participation 
rate for males decreased significantly, from 75% in 1960 to 66% in 1970, while 
the female rate increased only moderately from 39 to 42%. The unemployment rate 
is about a third higher than the national rate, 8.5% for males and 8.7% for 
females, due to high unemployment of minorities. 


* There has been a significant increase in white collar jobs (21%), with 57% of 
all jobs in that category in 1970. Blue collar jobs decreased by 10%. Service 
workers increased by 21% representing, however, only 15% of all jobs. 


* The median family income increased by a whopping 52% during the decade, however 
no correction for inflation has been made. The 1970 median family income was 
$9,626, which compares to $10,674 for Alameda County, and $11,802 for the San 
Francisco-Oakland SMSA. The median income for unrelated individuals in Oakland 
for 1970 was $3,303, a 50% increase over 1960.

* The percent of families in Oakland who had incomes below the federal poverty 

level was 12.2%, while for Alameda County it was 8.1%. 
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
